G. Shauck of Arlington, county cor­ 
oner, to sit at an insanity commission 
to decide her sanity. 
They conduct­ 
ed the investigation, questioning her 
concerning the threats she had made 
and the life she had led iii Arlingcon. 
Miss Williams denied all of the al­ 
legations, including the one that she 
had written a news letter to the Daily 
Republican from Arlington, purport­ 
ing to be from 
the 
regular 
cor­ 
respondent. 
The letter was slander­ 
ing and slipped through in the rush of 
going to press. 
Mr. Alsman, who brought the pro­ 
ceedings, said this afternoon that his 
sister-in-law had done all that he 
charged and then some. 
He 
said 
that she arose at two 
o’clock 
this 
morning and threatened all sorts of 
things. 
He declared that 
she had 
said she would kill him, his wife and 
his four-weeks-old baby and he fear­ 
ed that she would carry it out.

Alsman said that he had stood the 
outrage as long as he could and that 
lie filled proceedings at once. 
Mr. 
Alsman says that insanity proceed­ 
ings were filed against Miss Williams 
about five years ago by her shier, 
Mrs. John Innis, of this city, but that 
she was not proved insane.

Th 1006,jthe same judge granted a re­ 
hearing in the same case and revers­ 
ed his own decision, which put an en­ 
tirely different complexion on ttie 
law.

Henry county now owns the orph­ 
ans’ home property at Spiceland and 
the new matron, Miss Cora Shelly, is 
in full charge, says the New Castle 
Times. , The new state of affairs had 
an auspicious beginning and all in­ 
terested are confident that the home 
in every way will prove satisfactory 
and the belief is 
general 
that the 
county did a wise act in purchasing 
the property. 
there are at the present time a to­ 
tal of thirty-four 
children at 
the 
home. 
Of this number twenty-one 
are from Henry county and the other 
thirteen 
children are 
from 
Rush 
county. 
Miss Shelly will be paid by 
Henry county and will receive twen­ 
ty-five cents per day for the care of 
each child in the home. 
The children from Rush county will 
he cared for as was done by the late 
Mrs. Bundy.

New Castle Courier: 
Lee Hudel- 
s°n of Dunreith was in the city yes­ 
terday showing his relative, Thomas 
L. Holland, the many attractions to 
be seen. 
Mr. Holland was born and 
reared near Straughn, but is now so­ 
journing in New York City, being at­ 
tached to the office of quartermatser 
at Governor’s Island. 


Probably the most interesting fea­ 
ture bf the Rush county farmers in- 
statute, which began a two days’ ses^ 
bion rn this city today, was the talk 
given by T. A. Coleman on “Improve­ 
ment of Highways.” Mr. Coleman is 
a prominent farmer of this county 
and is chairman of the committee ap­ 
pointed from the 
Federated Agri­ 
cultural Association to oppose cer­ 
tain road legislation, 
proposed for 
this session of the legislature. 
Mr. Coleman said that the recent 
good roads meeting in Indianapolis 
was nothing more than a meeting of 
the automobile manufacturers to gain 
improvements in road building bene­ 
ficial to themselves and at the ex­ 
pense of the farmer. 
At this meet­ 
ing they proposed a bill, which would 
create a road commission. The high­ 
ways this commission 
would 
build 
would be paid for as follows: 
The 
State would pay one-half; the coun­ 
ty one-fourth and the farmers whose 
land abutted the road, one-fourth. 
This would mean that the farmers, 
whose land was 
not on the 
road 
would not have to pay anything and 
would receive the same benefits as 
the man who was taxed 
his 
one- 
fourth of the total cost. 
In this manner the 
money 
from 
Rush county would go to other parts 
of the State to help build roads and, 
as Mr. Coleman said, the only people 
who care about roads in other coun­ 
ties are the automobile owners. 
Mr. 
Coleman said he believed that every 
dollar raised in each township should 
he spent there and not elsewhere. 
If 
we are to have a road commission, 
then every automobile should he tax­ 
ed according to the number of cylin­ 
ders the machine has. 


Mr. Coleman said the farm ers have 
to do one of two things. 
The first is, 
to stand pat with the auto dealers 
and be made the victims of an un­ 
fair law, that would surely he passed 
if steps were not taken at once. The 
second would be to 
suggest 
some 
good plan which would be fair to all * 
parties. 


His plan, as he suggested- it, met 
with favorable 
approval 
and will 
probably be brought before the legis­ 
lature. 
Hr. Coleman would have a 
county superintendent of roads who 
would be a civil, engineer and under­ 
stand road building. 
This superin­ 
tendent of roads would appoint the 
road supervisors and see that they 
did nothing else but keep the roads in 
good condition. 
He could at 
least 
keep the supervisors busy 200 days 
out of the year. 
Instead of paying 
$110,859.51 for road improvements 
as this county did, this plan would 
save the county money, according to 
Mr. Coleman, as there would be no 
county levy for roads. 
Mr. Coleman’s plan would be' to 
have this new office created on the 
basis with other offices, the holder to 
be under bond. Rush county has fine 
roads, but he believed by this sug­ 
gestion they could have better. ’ This 
plan is original with Mr. Coleman and 
it is this that the farmers hope to 
offset the proposed legislation of the 
auto dealers.

Tex t of the Lesson, I Kings x ii, 25, to 
x iii, 6—Memory Verses, 28-30—Golden 
Tex t, Ex . x x , 4—Co mmentary Pre­ 
pared by Rev . D. M. Stearns. 


All the p redictions and foreshadow- 
ings of Scrip tu re and their fu lfillments 
shou ld be of the greatest p ossible in­ 
terest to ev ery child of God. and be­ 
fore we leav e the stofy of Kehoboam 
we shou ld notice th at in the fifth y ear 
of his reign, or ju st abou t thirty -fou r 
y ears after the temp le was comp leted, 
it was p lu ndered by Shishak , k ing of 
Egy p t. 
Comp are I Kings v i, 38. and 
II Chron. x ii, 2, 9 . In John ii, 10-21, the 
Lord Jesu s sp ok e of Ilim self as the 
temp le and of His death and resu rrec­ 
tion, and He mu st hav e been abou t 
thirty -fou r y ears of age when He was 
cru cified. 
In the lesson of today we are in­ 
trodu ced to Jeroboam, son of Nebat, 
the first k ing of the ten tribes, and 
afterw ard sp ok en of ov er twenty times 
as the man who made Israel to sin. 
and this he did deliberately , althou gh 
he had been told that the k ingdom had 
been div ided and p art of it giv en to 
him becau se of this v ery sin of idola­ 
try on the p art of Solomon (chap ter 
x i, 31-38). 
He had also been told that 
if he wou ld do right in the sight of the 
Lord the Lord wou ld be with him and 
bu ild him a su re hou se. 
H e seems, howev er, to hav e had no 
confidence In the assu rance of the 
Lord, bu t was afraid that if the p w- 
p le went to Jeru salem to offer sacri­ 
fice In the hou se of the Lord the k ing­ 
dom wou ld retu rn to the hou se of Da­ 
v id. So he took cou nsel and made two 
calv es of gold, p lacing one in I^ethel 
and one in Dan, for the p eop le to wor­ 
ship and said, “Behold thy gods, O Is­ 
rael, which brou ght thee u p ou t of the 
land of Egy p t” (v erse 28). There is an 
ev il one, the dev il, who hates the liv ­ 
ing and tru e God and nis word and 
His p eop le and ev er seek s to hav e 
p eop le worship him instead of God. 
W hatev er is not the worship of Goa is 
the worship of the dev il and of de­ 
mons, and all idolatry is of the dev il 
(Deu t. x x x ii, 16, 17; 1 Cor. x , 20; Ps. 
cv i, 35-37). 
The great deceiv er and 
enemy of God and man sou ght to hav e 
ev en the Son of God'worship him and 
to that end offered Him all the k ing­ 
doms of the world and the glory of 
them (Matt, iv , 8-10). He will ere this 
age closes, bu t after the chu rch has 
been cau ght away , p ossess a man 
whom all the world will worship ex ­ 
cep t those whose names are in the 
book of life (Rev . x iii, 4-8). This Jera-" 
boam and all others from Cain onward 
to the antichrist of the last day s, who 
do not believ e God and therefore do 
believ e tlio dev il, are all one family 
and on their way to the p lace p rep ared 
for the dev il and his angels 'Matt, 
x x v , 41). 
In v erse 28 we read that the k ing 
took cou nsel, bu t it was certainly not 
of God, reminding u s of Isa. x x x , 1.2; 
v iii, 9 , 10, for it is only the cou nsel 
of the Lord that stands (Ps. x x x iil, 10, 
11). The whole thing was a dev ice of 
his own heart, lik e the false p rop hets 
of Jer. x x iii. 16, 26, whom the Lord did 
not send, and therefore the dev il did. 
Three of the p laces mentioned in ou r 
lesson were p laces of the greatest p os­ 
sible interest to a child of God, and if 
Jeroboam had been su ch he cou ld not 
bu t hav e p rofited greatly by the recol­ 
lection of w hat had hap p ened there. 
Two of them, Sheehem and Bethel, 
wou ld hav e reminded him of an altaf 
u nto the Lord and of the Lord's ap ­ 
p earing to Abraham and to Jacob 
(Gen. x ii and x x v iii). 
At Penu el or 
Peniel the Lord wrestled with Jacob, 
bu mbled him and gav e him his new 


name of Israel, and Jacob said, “I 
hav e seen God face to face” (Gen. 
x x x ii). 
At Sbecbem Joshu a deliv ered 
his farewell address# to Israel, which 
might hav e done Jeroboam good if he 
cou ld hav e read it, for he greatly need 
ed su ch words. 
There also the body of Josep h was 
bu ried, which the children of Israel 
brou ght ou t of Egy p t (Josh. x x iv ). 
And there the Lord Jesu s sat on Ja*^ 
cob’s well and sav ed the woman of 
Samaria 
(John 
iv ) 
and 
afterw ard 
many others. 
Dan was the northern j 
bou ndary of the land, and Bethel was I 
in the sou th of the ten tribes, so that 
Jeroboam might be said to hav e fill­ 
ed the land with idolatry from north 
to sou th. 
How fearfu l and horrible! 
(Jer. v , 30, 31.) 
The p rop het Ahljah 
was commissioned to-tell Jeroboam by 
the mou th of his wife that becau se 
of Lis sin the Lbrd wou ld root u p Is­ 
rael ou t of the land and scatter them 
bey ond the riv er (chap ter x lv . 12-16). 
If an ex p ression can be a k ey to a 
chap ter, then chap ter x iii is the great­ 
est “man of God” chap ter ?n the Bible, 
for the title is fou nd there fifteen 
times, thou gh the name of the man < ' 
God is not giv en. 
It is a marv elou s record and a most 
solemn warning not to believ e ev en an 
angel nor a p rop het, howev er v ener­ 
able, if his testimony is contrary to 
the word of God. 
It may be that the 
Ap ostle Pau l had it in mind when he, 
by the Sp irit, wrote Gal. i, 8. In chap ­ 
ter x iii, 2, we hav e Josiah, the k ing, 
mentioned by name abou t 300 y ears 
before he was born, and the fu lfill­ 
ment of this p rediction concerning him 
is recorded in II Kings x x iii, 15-17.

W ashington, Jan. 6.—With the case 
against the American Tobacco com­ 
p any , argu m ents in the su p reme cou rt 
on the great anti tru st eases brou g’ t 
by the gov ernment u nder the Sherman 
law', were begu n this afternoon. 
Fol­ 
lowing the Tobacco case, which will 
last some clay s, argu m ents in the Stan­ 
dard Oil, the p u re food and the cor­ 
p oration tax cases will be heard. 
The attorney general and his assist­ 
ants, the solicitor general and sp ecial 
cou nsel will condu ct the cases for the 
gov ernment, while some of the most 
eminent lawy ers in the cou ntry will 
argu e on behalf of the corp orations in­ 
v olv ed. On the ou tcome of these anti­ 
tru st cases will dep end in a large 
m easu re the v itality of the Sherman 
anti-tru st law. 
They will hav e a far- 
reaching effect u p on bu siness. 
The 
cases were argu ed last sp ring, bu t 
were restored to the dock et for re- 
argu m ent before a fu ll cou rt after the 
death of Ju stice Brewer. 
The p rincip al p oints to be decided in 
these cases hang largely u p on the in­ 
terp retation of what is “commerce ’; 
what is “restraint” of trade or com­ 
merce; and w'hat is the meaning of the 
words “to monop olize,” as u sed in the 
Sherman anti-tru st law. 
The su it against the tobacco tru st 
inv olv es corp orations rep resenting as­ 
sets worth more than $400,000,000. 
The low'er cou rt fou nd that the corp or­ 
ations in the so-called tru st had en­ 
tered into a combination In restraint 
of trade.

St. 
Petersburg, 
Jan . 
6.—Reports 
reaching the new spapers here continu­ 
ally m agnify the disaster, though au­ 
thenticated accounts of the earthquake 
in Russian Turkestan W ednesday are 
still lacking. 
It is stated that the 
town of Prjevalsk, near Lake Issik 
Kul, sank with all its inhabitants, 10,- 
000 of whom were killed. 
A new lake 
now occupies the site of the town. 
Pijpek, on the river Chu, is also re­ 
ported to have been engulfed with a 
large part of its 6,000 inhabitants. 
The destruction of the few telegraph 
lines in that regioh prevents verifica­ 
tion of the reports or the obtaining of 
details. 
Undoubtedly the shock was very 
violent. 
It is supposed to have ex­ 
tended for 8 00 miles east and west.

were elected.
